The first term at Hawthorne was a 
bigsnciess hi every respect. The attendance 
has been greater than was ever before known at 
the track for a similar period and the racing 
has been clem and absolateiy devoid of scan- I 

dal, I 

Captain Rees, Harry Knbl and Manager Mc- 
Avoy deserve being highly complimented on 
their ontiring woik in trying to make the meet- 
ing what it was — a grand snccess, 

Ontside of the steeplechase there was no spe- 
cial attraction Saturday, bat the sport was np 
to the standard and the big crowd seemed to 
thoronghly enjoy itself. 

The steeplechase was a beauty. The winner 
was in donbt until the last fence was cleared. 
Jack Hayes and Chenier were always the ccn 
tenders, and raced close together through the 
entire jonrney. First Jack Hayes would seem 
to be the destined winner and then Chenier’s 
chances would appear to be the best. So the 
pair see-sawed all the way, and when the last 
fence was reached they were about on equal 
terms. Chenier ont-jnmped Jack a trifle, and 
the cry went np, "Chenier wins again.” Bat 
when Hayes hit the flat ha out-footed his oppo- 
nent, and at the end was an easy winner. Del 
Coronado floished th rd and Colonel Weight- 
man, with a broken etirrnp. was fonrth. 

Btratbbroeek, a recent arrival from Latonia. 
won tlie open.ng five furlong dash f. r two-yeir- 
olds, in a hard drive, and like a good youngster, 
from Nnllab. Strathbroeck was last bat two 
in the stretch but under a terrific drive he got 
np in time to get the verdict by a neck. His 
sprint tbiongh the stretch was an excellent ex- 
ample of a tborongh bred’s gameness. 

What er Lon, one of the best horses in the 
west at a mile or over, won his first race of the 
aeasbn on local tracks in the closing mile event. 
He was in with a fast lot, sneb as Galathee, 
Hugh Penny aud Gness Me, and had to be a 
good, game bcr.e to win in l:39i. What er Lon 
was outrun in the early stages and down the 
backstretch it did not seem as tbongb be bad a 
possible chance to get to the leaders. Ratter, 
however, knew what be was doing and never 
sent the son of White— Alma Lamar along nntil 
the three-furlong post was reached. At this 
point Rutter made his move and by the time 
the field got straightened away for home be 
was in striking distance bnt was driving. On 
the other hand Galathee, who was now in front, 
was going well in hand and did not show any 
signs of weakening. About the eighth post 
tbongh he bagau to get leg-weary 
and What er Lou keeping np his steady stride 
gut to him aud under the whip won haud- 
aomely. 

After What er Lon was clear of Galathee ha 
darted to the inside, and Beanchamp on the 
latter seeing that be was beaten thoagbt there 
might be a chance to make a grandstand play 
and get away with it, and in a suggestive way 
yanked Galathee up. In doing so he interfered 
with Hugh Penny. Beanchamp, of conrse, 
made a claim of fonl against What er Lou bnt 
at the same time Nutt, who rode Hugh Penny, 
lodged a claim against Galathee. The jndges 
were not lung in making their decision and 
rightly set Galathee back. This placad Hugh 
Penny second aud Del Paso II. third. 

Dave Waldo carried off the second race with 
his filly Maggie Davis. The fonrth was an easy 
thing for Piccola, who is "hot rags” now, and 
Via Lament, backed from 6 to 1 down to 4 to 1, 
beat Idle Hour a whisker for the fifth.

"Tnlly” Coulter was a visitor at the track. 
He came to have a settlement with J. E. Cash- 
ing. The pair had several two-year-olds, and as 
Coniter is not going to race in the west this 
year, be thought it best to dissolve paitnersbip. 
Coalter returns east at once and ont of the 
bunch of youngsters he and Cushing bad will take 
three. Two are by Bramble and one by Strath* 
more. Tally says that “Gene” Leigh is having 
a very sacpessfnl season in the east and is so 
“sassy” that one must take off his hat to talk to 
him. 

It was rnmored that C. H. Smith purchased 
Donald Bain recently for $6,500. It is only a 
rumor however.

Yesterday the Chicago J^key Club’s first 
meeting came to an end. In all essentials it 
was a meeting that the ofScials of the new or- 
ganization can view with feelings of complete 
satisfaction. The patronage awarded the meet- 
ing was something to be proud cf. The fields 
were as a rule large and so well balanced as to 
produce exciting contests with the element of 
nneertainty so prominent that odds-cn favorites 
were few and far apart. . The sprrt was of the 
cleanest description and the management of 
track details such as nin tbs approval of 
Chicago’s racegoing public. 

Harlem will now be the scene of a fortnight 
of racing. The construction of the new grand- 
stand has been pushed with the energy char- 
acteristic of the clnb in all of its operations, 
and will be found ready to shelter the thou- 
sands who will tax its capacity in the coarse of 
the two weeks to come. Some minor features 
may not be finished bnt if such is found to be 
the case only a few more days will 
be required to complete the new struc- 

ture in all particulars. It is a great 
improvement over what patrons of the track 
had to pnt up with daring the last Harlem meet- 
ing and there is substantial ground for believ- 
ing the racing will be greatly improved also. 
There m.nst be in Chicago now at least double 
the number of thorough brads that were avail- 
able then aud among the more recent arrivals 
are horses that can inn fast enough and far 
enough to entertain and please any devotee of 
racing. The close of racing at Lat >nia will no 
donbr serve to further augment the nnmber of 
horses at the local tracks and insure racing of 
the most satisfactoiy character throagh the 
summer months.
